Nomination Papers Filed With Town Clerk. Three Candi- 


dates for Selectman and Assessor.

Through the sudden death of the 
Chairman of the Board of Selectmen and 
\ssessor, Harry M. Eames, this week's 
uctivity in politics has centered in the 
choice of his successor, and there are 
three candidates in the field for election 
on Monday, March first. They are 
William C. Crowley, Walter S. Donald 
and George A. Christie. They are all 
well known in town and need no intro- 
duction. The former has never held 
un elective office in town, although 
he has always had an interest in town 
affairs. Mr. Donald has served on the 
Board of Selectmen before, represent- 
ing the West district. He was defeated 
for the office of Selectman last year by 
Andrew McTernen, who had a majority 
of but two votes, but in the contest for 
Assessor he won out by a narrow mar- 
gin. Mr. Christie has been on’ the 
School Board for twelve years, but this 
vear he declined to serve on this body. 

The winning candidate will be elected 
for the three years’ term of office for 
both vacant offices, Mr. Donald having 
resigned as an assessor with two years 
to serve, to run for the longer term. 
Mr. MeTernen is the only candidate

Judge Bell spoke briefly and told of

Judge Charles Upham Bell was born 
in Exeter, N. H., February 26, 1843, the 
son of James and Judith A, (Upham) 
Bell. His ancestors on his father’s side 
came from Londonderry, [reland, and 
settled in New Hampshire in 1720. 
Of his grandfather, Samuel Bell, tt was 
said that he occupied evéry office in 
New Hlampshire worth holding. — Eis 
offices in the state included that of 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
President of the Senate and Governor. 
Ile was later a United States Senator 
and a judge of the Supreme Court. 
Judge Bell's father was United States 
Senator from New Hampshire at the 
time of his death tn 1857. 


Judge Bell attended Kimball Union 
Academy and Phillips-Exeter Academy. 
Ile was. graduated from Bowdoin col- 
lege in 1863 with the degree of Bachellor 
of Arts and has since been honored with 
a Master of Arts and Doctor of Laws 
degree from his alma mater. He studied 
law with his cousin, Charles Bell and 
entered Harvard Law school, but left 
to respond to the call for volunteers and 
served as a private with Co. C, f2nd 
Regiment, Massachusetts Volunteer [n- | 
fantry 

Judge Bell was admitted to the bar 
at Exeter in 1866 and practiced in that 
town for five years, coming to this city 
in November 1871.

To the Editor of the Townsman: 


The letters dealing with the finances 
of the town have been interesting to me, 
and | have no doubt to other voters. 
I should like to add a few words. 

Personalities and past mistakes are 
A revision of the 
valuations by the assessors is impor- 
tant. There is but one rule for assessors 
to follow under their oaths and that is 
to fix “the full and fair cash value’ of 
the property. They also, in their oath of 


, offlce, swear that they will “neither over- 


value nor undervalue any property sub- 
taxation.”” The object is -to 
equalize taxation. It is absolutely in- 
admissible to vary the valuation in 
order to affect the tax rate. It would 
be a violation of their double oath. The 
law ought to be obeyed and a fair cash 
valuation made, but in the present un- 
certainty and confusion of values every 
such valuation must be temporary and 
imperfect. Taxes are paid from income 
and not from principal. If my tax is 
$100.00 it is absolutely immaterial to 
me whether it is $10.00 on $10,000 or 
$20.00 on $5,000. ‘The tax being paid 
out of income fixing the tax by assessed 
valuation gives only a very rough approx- 
imation to fairness. 

Starting with income as the measure 
of ability, what tax does the citizen of 
Andover now pay? ‘To begin with, he 
pays a national tax. Hlow much does 
this amount to? The income tax col- 
lected in Massachusetts was about three 
dollars for each person or $24,000 for 
Andover. The whole tax levy, about 
$3,800 for each individual or over $300, 
O00 for Andover. But this is a mere 
approximation. Then the tax to sup- 
port the state and county governments. 
Finally the tax for town expenses. 

Every one seems agreed that 
year we ought to pay all we are able; 
what does this mean? First, ability 
differs. A man with an income. of 
$25,000 might pay one-half of it without 
real inconvenience, while for a man with 
an income of $1,500 to pay one-half, might 
mean actual suffering.

them at all. A man ona salary may not 
be able to escape any part of his taxes 
and also really have to bear a part of 
the other man’s taxes in higher prices. 
Of course, some of our citizens pay no 
tax except in an indirect way. What 
then, shall be our standard of ability? 
It seems to me that it must be the 
ability to pay from their income for the 
less fortunate part of our people. The 
man who has laid up a little money for 
his old age ought not to be driven to the 
wall, nor the widow or the orphan. 

We all agree as I have said, to put the 
appropriations at the highest figure the 
town can bear, beyond that we cannot 
go, Whatever may suffer. What that 
figure is, | do not know. The town 
officers who know, or can know the 
situation, and the ability of the individ- 
ual citizens, can answer better than I. 

Further I am convinced that) the 
water rates ought to be revised both as 


} to the mode of assessment and the rate. 


Let me say finally, that no one has 
heard me complain of my taxes and I 
do not now. I try to speak for others 
who cannot speak for themselves.

required will be a mold of some kind 
and a core or central piece. These 
molds must be of some material other 
than glass, sinee freezing water will 
crack it. A tin, or aluminum measure 
such as you will find about the house, or 
in any hardware store, will be just the 
thing. The core may consist of another 
measure or similar mold, but slightly 
A circular block of wood which 
will just fit into the cup will answer. 
It will be worth while to have such a 
core turned specially for this purpose. 
The core should fit into the outer mold, 
leaving a space of not less than one- 
quarter of an inch at the: bottom and 
sides. Across thie top of the core attach 
a stick which will rest on the upper 
edge, keeping the core in the desired 
position. Now fill the mold with water 
and set away to freeze solidly. Tf it is in 
the winter time this is, of course, a very 
simple matter. If you chance to be 
near a refreigerating plant of any kind 
the iceware may be manufactured 
throughout the ver. When the form is 
frozen solidly*plunge it for a moment in 
warm water, whem the eore may be 
pulled out and the ice tumber loosened

Hobo Now Scorns the Breadline 


—---- --—-— 


Survey Made by Interchurch World Movément Shows That Even the Cheap 
Lodging House is Going Out of Business. 


The old “bread line” is gone from 
its accustomed place in the cities. In 
the slums throughout the country 
huddled queues of men nO longer wait 
to be fed. Their passing is a symbol 
of the passing of the hobo. 


Everywhere, for lack of guests, the} 


cheap lodging houses are being aban- 
doned. Only afew old, decrepit men 
remain in the Salvation Army Indus- 
trial Homes. In Kansas City the once 
crowded dormitor::s of the “Helping 
Hand” building are closed. In Lincoln, 
Neb., in 1915 there were 1,756 non- 
resident single men who applied for 
aid, while jn 1918 there were only 136. 

The hobo, the wandering worker 
who went to the lodzing house and the 
bread line between ‘Is seasonal jobs, 


has been lifted from his old plane by 
the war. A study of the conditions of 
migrant labor is now being conducted 
by the Interchurch World Movement 
that it may lay the facts before the 
Protestant Churches of America, 
whose closer co-operation is its larger 
purpose. This study shows that the 
hobo has found a closer succession of 
jobs a higher return for his labor. He 
has become almost a “Steady” worker. 
He no longer needs his old refuges. 

Beyond the reach of these agencies,” 
he offers the Protestant Churches an 
opportunity to provide new means of 
influencing his life and maintaining 
his standards of living. and the Inter- 
church World Movement survey is de- 
termining how this may best be 
achieved. 


The Surgical Instrument Situation 


One of the ‘war industries” is that of 
the manufacture of surgical instruments, 
There were surgical instruments made in 
this country before the war, but the in- 
dustry was comparatively small, owing 
to the fact that the greater portion of 
such instruments in use in this country 
were imported. Not only that, but a 
very large proportion of the imported 
instruments had come from Germany. 
Hence it became necessary to provide 
for a new source of supply. 

The war acted to keep out foreign im- 
portations, while it at the same time, 
multiplied the demands for instruments. 
Not only did our own surgeons need 
them for domestic use, but they needed 
them for use in our armies abroad. Our 
allies in the war also needed an increased 
supply. The urgent need thus developed 
forced our manufacturers to turn their 
attention to this vital industry. [It has 
developed wonderfully, and surgical 
instruments made in this country are 
now the equal of those made anywhere. 

Surgical instruments are not enumer® 
ated in the Tariff Act, but are classified 
for duty under applicable paragraphs. 
The Tariff Act of 1913, cut down the 
rate of duty very materially from that of 
the Act of 1909. Under this low rate of

Flooding a country with goods at 
starvation prices is one of the German 
methods for breaking down a domestic 
industry, driving the manufacturers out 
of business, and then, when domestic 
competition is destroyed, raising prices 
to still higher levels in order to recoup 
their losses. The question to be deter- 
mined is whether we can afford to allow 
Germany, or any other country to des- 
troy this important American industry. 

This is not merely speculation, but a 
question that presses for prompt solu- 
tion. One important manufacturer of 
surgical instruments is already falling 
behind in his business on account of 
foreign competition and it is only a 
question of two or three months when 
he ‘must begin laying off his expert 
workmen, unless adequate protection is 
afforded. That is a serious situation. 
It is the same situation which faces 
every domestic manufacturer of surgical 
instruments. It affects not only the 
manufacturers themselves, but the work- 
men who may lose their employment. It 
affects other workmen in allied indus- 
tries, because the discharged workmen 
will be competitors for their jobs. It 
affects the tradesmen who sell to the 
workmen. It affects the whole com- 
munity and finally the entire Common- 
wealth.

A great many terms in common use in 
agricultural discussions have never found 
a place in the dictionaries. So widely 
used and important a term as “vitamin” 
has not yet found its way into the prin- 
cipal unabridged dictionaries. For the 
public, therefore, there exists no ap- 
proved spelling, no approved pronun- 
ciation, and no approved definition of 
the’name of a thing that & vital to all 
living things. There are scores of terms 
indispensable in agricultural writing or 
speaking, that have not been recognized 
by: the lexicographers, and there are 


quite aS many new usages of established | 


words. “Blood line, pa term commonly 
used in discussions of breeding, is not in 
the dictionaries. Nobody knows wheth- 


ler it is one word, two words, or a fy- 


phenated word. 9 “Overtun,” a term

The United States bepartment of 
Agriculture, through the joint efforts of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry and the 
Division of Publications, has begun a 
movement to standardize the use of 
such terms, and about thirty of them 
are on the griddle now. Three points 
of view are taken — that of the field 
man who knows the common usage of 
j the layman, that of the scientist who 
has the view point of the specialist, and 
the point of view that looks merely to 
the use of good English. Each word is 
submitted to the various classes of 
persons interested, together with the 
proposed usage and the authority or 
lack of authority for it. From the 
suggestions received in reply, the finally 
J approved usage will be determined. 

‘The first agricultural term to be veted 
upon in’ the manner described was 
“corn belt.” That was considered more 
appropriate than corn-belt or cornbelt. 

Although the principal purpose is to 
establish approved usage for Depart- 
ment of Agriculture publications, lists of 
terms evolved will be furnished later to 
dictionary editors with the view of ob- 
taining uniform national usage. The 
cooperation of agricultural experts and 
editors is invited.
